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TAX SLASH HINGES - 
ON EXPENSE CUTS, 
SAYS BUDGET HEAD 


General Lord Starts on Tour to 
Preach Gospel of Economy 
—Surplus, Increasing 


By FREDERIC WILLIAM WILE 

WASHINGTON, April 8—Gen: Her- 
bert M. Lord, director of the Bureau * 
of the Budget, has started out upon 
a month’s speaking tour, in the course 
of which he will tell the country how 
Uncle Sam has learned to save. This 
week General Lord is scheduled to 
talk in Boston, New York’ and Cam- 


bridge, Mass., and later on in Buffalo, 7 


Springfield, Mass., and Cleveland. At 
Cleveland his audience will be the an- 
nual convention of the United Stat 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Everywhere General Lord will 
spread the gospel of the budget. He 
will show how the 43 “spending divi- 
sions” of the United States Govern- 
ment—10 executive departments and 33 
more or less independent units— will- 
ginly or unwillingly have mastered 
the art of economy. “Federal authori- 
ties everywhere are watching the 
pennies,” he says. “The dollars will 
take care of ‘themselves.” 

General Lord has a fascinating 
story to tell the people about the prac- 
tical workings of the budget system, 
which is not vet three years old. The 
United States since the war has been 
zealously advising certain “militaris- 
tic’ governments to balance their 
budgets. America, however, has been 
practicing what it preaches only since 
1921. Up to that time, for more than 
a century, government financing was 
conducted on altogether casual lines. 
General Lord seeks to show that the 
happy-go-lucky system has been aban- 
doned. He will explain that reduction 
of taxation—the paramount issue now 
before the people—is dependent 
mainly, if not exclusively, on reduc- 
tion of federal expenditure. 


Retrenchment Progressing 


Substantial progress in the direc- 
tion of retrenchment has been made, 
but there would be an inevitable*eheck 
if such measures, however worthy, as 
the bonus, the postal pay imerease 
bill, and’the Bursum plan for liberal- 
ized pension grants, are enacted into 
law. Altogether, at the- lowest esti- 
mates, these work out at a total an- 
nual expenditure of $355,000,000. The 
estimated national surplus of $329,- 
000,000 for 1924 would be wiped out 
by it. Not only that, but according to 
Treasury experts, tax reduction would 
hardly be feasible. .

The budget bureau is confident that 
hundreds of millions of dollars can be 
saved from year to year. For the last 
three years in succession, while total 
or estimated Government receipts have 
been steadily declining, there has 
been a steady advance in surplus, or 
possible surplus. For 1925, estimated 
receipts are $3,693,000,000, and esti- 
mated surplus $395,000,000. That is a 
decline in receipts, compared with 
1924, of $201,000,000, but an increase 
in surplus of $66,000,000. It is solely 
the operation of the budget system 
that has made these results possible, 
and paved the way to tax reduction.

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TRUCK CONTROL 
BILL IS ADVOCATED 


Public Works Commissioner and 
Others Give Support to Meas- 


ure at Hearing 


William F. Williams, chairman of 
the Department of Public Works of 
Massachusetts, spoke today before 
the joint legislative Committee on 
Highways and Motor Vehicles in sup- 
port of the bill which was formulated 


from the special report of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works and which pro- 
vided for control of the operation of 
motor trucks on the highways of 
Massachusetts. 

“The Department of Public Works,” 
declared the Commissioner of Public 
Works, “should have more authority to 
formulate and enforce rules regulating 
the operation of motor trucks on the 
highways of the Commonwealth. 

“The Department of Public Works 
should have the power to say just 
which roads in the State should be 
used by heavy freight motor trucks 
and at what times in the year Sag 
roads should be closed to such tr 


Trucks Held Responsible + 
Commissioner Williams insisted that | 


the cost of the upkeep of the highways | 


was so great an expense to the tax-| 
payers of the Commonwealth that the 
trucking interests, which are growing 
bevond all previous reckoning. were 
responsible for the present conditions 
of the public thoroughfares. 

He reminded the committee that in 

the special report which his depart- 
ment had made to the Legislature 
some weeks ago that all of these con- 
ditions had been revived very thor- 
oughly and that he had at that time 
made the recommendations which had 
since been embodied into the bill now 
before the joint legislative committee 
on highways’ and motor vehicles. He 
added: 

I insist that the Department of Pub- 
lic Works should have more authority 
than it now possesses to regulate 
highway traffic and that it should be 
clothed with power to say just what 
roads should be kept open to trucks 
and it should also be able to specify 
the tonnage of the trucks allowed on 
these roads and when the highways 
should be closed. 

At present the department has the 
right to prescrobe trucks with a ton- 
nage of more than 10,000 pounds 
including trucks of any tonnage in the 
months of the early spring. [Gut, as 
the law now stands, this is a seasonal 
regulation, and I believe that the de- 
partment should be clothed with the 
authority to regulate trucking traffic 

for an unlimited period. 


Light Roads Destroyed 


The commissioner added that many 
of the’ roads in the State. so-called 
“light roads” are being destroyed by | 
heavy trucks. The © commisisoner | 
doubted whether the division had the 
authority now to regulate roads during 
dry season when they are most used. 
In answer to a question by Chairman 
Charles M. Austin of Somerville, the 
commissioner said that he had sus- 
pended 15 or 20 registrations for over- 
loading trucks on prescribed roads. 

The question was brought up by 
Representative George D. Moyse of 
Waltham, a member of the committee, 
as to whether or not the registrar by 
law had the right to take away regis- 
tration plates. Commissioner Wi!- 
liams answered that although there 
had been no test case in the courts, 
he believed that the law was broad 
enough, and that in a test case the 
registrar would win the decision. 

In concluding, Commissioner Wil- 
liams said that it was far from the in- 
tent of the division to kill trucking, 
but simply to regulate in order to pre- 
vent damaging and unfair use of the 
roads. 

Day Baker, representing the Massa- 
chusetts Automobile Association ap- 
proved the bill but suggested it be 
amended to insure public hearing 
on Wmitations contemplated by the 
division. “More and better roads” 
was the desire of the Motor Truck 
Club, whose members, according to 
Mr. Baker, were willing to pay a 
higher registration fee to attain this 
end. Mr. Baker complained of truck 
owners who allowed thei: trucks to 
be overloaded in order to be abie 
to cut rates. thus competing unfairly. 

No opposition was expressed. 


BROOKLINE SEEKING 
FUNDS. TO INCREASE. 
ITS WATER SUPPLY 


Asking that Brookline be authorized 
to borrow $500,000 outside its debt 
limit for the purpose of increasing its 
water supply, N. U. Walker, chairman 
of the Brookline water board, speak- 
ing before the legislative Committee 
on Municipal Finance, explained that 
this end could be accomplished in two 
ways: by development of Brookline’s 
own water system, or by entering the 
metropolitan water district. 

According to Mr. Walker either 
project would cost $500,000. Charles 
H. Rowley, the petitioner, explained 
that the city’s own s\stem supplies 
5,000,000 eallons daily, but that the 
town needs 8,000,000 gallons for a wide 
margin of safety. Represgntative Er- 
land F. Fish of Brookline said, “W 
will end up by going into the metro- 
politan district. An initiation fee of 


$400,000 is wanted before we can come 
into it. And that is a pretty high | 
price.” 

In ahswe~ to a question Representa- 
tive Fish said that even were Brook- 
line to n the metropolitan district 
it would use its own system, and de- 
pend upon the metropolitan for emer- 
gency.

HEARING GRANTED 
ON MARINE ACT 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
Sets April 17 to Hear Pro- | 
tests Against Section 28 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion will give hearings on April] 17 on 
the question of postponing the date 
of enforcement of the recent order of 
the commission which designated May 
20 as the time when Section 28 of 
the Merchant Marine Act would be 
made effective, according to word re- 
ceived today from Washington by 
Frank S. Davis, manager of the 


| maritime: association of the Boston 


Chamber of Commerce. 
A petition was filed with the com- 


| mission, on behalf of exporters and 


importers of the United States, seek- 
ing opportunity for such a hearing to 


present their arguments that there is» 


not ample steamship service under the 
American flag to handle foreign com- 
merce. 
for a large representation from New 
England at this hearing. 

Section 28 applies preferential rates 
and port charges on exports and im- 
ports when destined to or coming from 
certain sections of the United States 
or its possessions and foreign coun- 
tries, when transported in vessels of 
American registry. It was passed by 
Congress four years ago, but has never 
been enforced, owing to the lack of 
sufficient tonnage under the American 
flag to properly handle the foreign 
commerce of the United States. The 
Shipping Board recently certified to 
the commission that there now was 
ample tonnage, which made it manda- 
tory for the commission to fix a date 
when Section 28 becomes effective. 

New England Aroused 

A storm of protest arose from ship- 
pers and receivers of freight, however, 
and New England was particularly 
aroused, as it was asserted that it 
would affect this section of the coun- 
try adversely. The maritime associa- 
tion is especially active in opposition 
to the present enforcement of the sec- 


| tion.

Mr. Davis was appointed chairman 
of a sub-committee of importers and 
exporters who attended the hearing 
to confer with Secretary Hoover of the 
Department of Commerce and enlist 
his support in the effort to postpone 
the effective date of Section 28 from 
May 20 next, to July 1, 1925. Mr. 
Davis thought the most striking fea- 
ture of the hearing was the earnest de- 
sire of those present to help build up 
an American merchant marine, but 
it was very evident that.they were 
strongly of the opinion that the en- 
forcement of Section 28 at this time 
was not the proper way to accomplish 
it. 

The hearing before the House Com- 
mittee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries is to be resumed Thursday, 
April 10, at which it is expected that 
Henry C. Hall, chairman of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, and 
members of the United States Shipping 
Board will appear. 

Mr. Davis was also advised from 
Washington today that Senator 
Charles Curtis introduced a bill in the 
Senate yesterday seeking to amend 
Section 28 by fixing the definite effec- 
tive date for its enforcement July l, 
1925. Senator Curtis’ bill was re- 
ferred to the Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee.

TEXTILE INDUSTRY 
_ ISSUES ANALYZED 


President of United Textile 
Workers Asserts New Eng- 
land Problems Solvable 


[This is the first of two articles on 
the present situation in the textile in- 
dustry in New England as viewed by 
the international president of the 
United Textile Workers of America, 
who prepared them especially for The 
Christian Science Monitor.) 


By THOMAS F. McMAHON 

You ask mé what I think is the 
cause or the causes of the present 
slackness in the textile industry of 
New England. There are many causes 
that could be given; which have led 
up to the present unfortunate de- | 
pression in our industry, but I shall | 
confine myself to the following as be- 
ing More responsible, to my mind, 
than all others. These causes are: 
First, over-capitalization; second, mis- 
management, and third, distribution. 

Under the head of “Over-Capitali- 
zation” it is necessary for me to go 
back some little time and find what 
prompted mill managements to inflate 
their capitalization. Prior to the war, 
or to be specific, in the year 1913 and 
part of 1914, the employers were us- 
ing the public press freely with propa- 
ganda that the Underwood tariff then 
_in existence would drive them out of 
business, if some changes were not 
made. 


| This propaganda continued until the 


'World War broke out in Europe in 


| August, 1914. Following this declara- 


| Gon of war and as nation after nation 


was becoming embroiled, this propa- 
ganda ceased—mill machinery started 
to operate to such an extent that 
many of our mills worked continu- 
ously 24 hours per day—six days per 
week, with the result that undreamed 
of profits were made, and quarterly 
dividends declared, which in many in- 
stances, would have been considered 
magnificent annual dividends by the 
mill agents prior to 1914. 


Values Doubled and Trebled 


As the war progressed,’ and our 
country became engaged in the strife, 
stock dividends became the order of 
the day. Values of mill properties 
were doubled and trebled, in many 
cases, by the strgke of a pen. This 
can be borne out by the following 
facts, that in the period from the 
vear 1915 to 1920, inclusive, the Pacific 
Mills Corporation of Lawrence, Mass., 
declared a 262 per cent dividend, and 
increased its capitalization during that 
period from $7.163.693 to $20,000,000. 
|The Arlington Mills of the same city 
'declared a 131 per cent dividend in 
the same period of time. The Nashua 
Manufacturing Company of Nashua, 
N. H., a 177 per cent dividend, and the 
Amoskeag Manufacturing Company of 
Manchester, N. H., 122 per cent divi- 
dend, in the same period. 

Iricluded in the above dividends were 
stock dividends ranging from 25 per 
cent to 100 per cent, and this does not 
include the 200 per cent stock divi- 
dend declared by the Pacific Mills of 
| Lawrence in 1912. In Fall River, 
| Mass., for the year 1920, 39 corpora- 
tions with a capitalization of $34,235,- 
000 declared dividends for that vear 
of about 30 per cent. This dividend 
does not include stock dividends, 
which were paid by many of the mills, 
and are now included in the capitali- 
zation.

ters, and yet, in the face of this 30 
‘per cent annual dividend, as well as 
the large stock dividends declared, 
a 22% per cent cut in wages ‘went 
into effect, thus reducing the purchas- 
ing power of the consumer, while 
maintaining the swollen war-made 
capitalization of the mill. 


Used Old Hand Loom 


During the aforementioned period, 
and up to the present time, the mills 
in the city of Fall River, as well as 
some of the mills in the city of Lowell, 
Mass., and other places that space will 
not permit me to mention, had, and 
have today, thé old hand loom, as 
well as hundreds of thousands of 
spindles of the old-fashioned size in 
operation. 

No replacements worth mentioning 
of any kind, have taken place. The 
profits over and above the 30 per cent 
already paid, as well as present divi- 
dend up to date, have been turned 
over to the stock-holders, and ancient 
machinery. of all kinds is to be found 
everywhere in operation. With this 
knowledge in the possession of the 
agents and their every-day cry that 
southern competition is driving north- 
ern mills out of business, what else 
could be expected?

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POLAND’S IMPORTS 
OF COTTON HEAVY 


Dr. Durand of U. S. Commerce 
Bureau Tells Boston Interests 


of Trade Possibilities 


The largest single item of import by 
Poland is cotton and most of it comes 
from the United States, which makes 
the present sincere and earnest effort 
of that country to stabilize its cur- 
rency and balance its budget of more 
than ordinary importance to cotton 
producers of the United States, ac- 
cording to Dr. E. Dana Durand, chief 
of the eastern European and Levantine 
division of the United States Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. 
Mr. Durand was in Boston for two 
days this week, meeting: business in- 
terests and manufacturers, relative to 
the possible expansion of their trade 
with eastern Europe ahd the Levant. 

According to Mr. Durand, Poland’s 
currency, which had been steadily de- 
clining for some time, “went all to 
pieces” in 1923. It was in a state that 
was worse than prevailed in Russia, 
and outside of Germany was the most 
demoralized in the world. Just now, 
however, a more determined effort 
than ever before is being made to right 
the financial situation. Quick action 
was needed and what amounts to a 
financial dictatorship was established 
to stabilize currency. 

| New Fiscal Policy 

In an interview with a representa- 
tive of The Christian Science Monitor, 
Mr. Durand said, in part: , 

The financial reforms instituted by 
the Polish Government have resulted, 
for the time being at least, in check- 
ing the fall of the Polish mark. With 
‘the stabilization of fhe currency, how- 
- ever, there has come a period of com- 
mereial depression which, with the in- 

creased burden -of taxation, has been 
the cause of a great deal of unrest and 
dissatisfaction. 

fn carrying out the new fiscal 
‘policy, which necessitates the pay- 
/ ment of. all taxes in gold or gold 
* equivalent, some difficulty has been 
experienced in making tax collections, 
to the ‘poing of obliging the Govern- 
ment to take farcible measures against 
the individual: 

One of the most serious problems 
confronting the Government is that 
of taxation, as the present emer- 
gency taxes expired at the end of 
March and it is imperative that a 
permanent tax program be instituted 
at.once.

Abandoned hide in Hill 


BRATTLEBORO, Vt., ” April 8 (Spe- 
cial)—Disturbed over the continued 
abandonment of farms, particularly in 
the hill sections and the backwoods, 
a@ movement to keep Vermont boys-and 
girls on the farms is being widely 
agitated. Vermont must have. more 
farmers if it is to be prosperous, it is 
declared.

“It’s a shame the way these parts 
are going down,” is a common expres- 
sion of straggling farmers, “and it’s 
funny that city folks with lots of 
money don’t see the possibilities in 
among these wooded hills and valleys 
rof buying up some of these places and 
improving them for summer homes. I! 
honestly believe it’s coming, though. 
Perhaps if some of the hill roads were 
a little better, they would.”

On the 
basis of the first quarter, industrial 
and labor conditions are even better 
than last year, which was regarded 
on the whole as a very satisfactory 
one. The Labor department looks for 
the present conditions to continue dur- 
ing the remainder of the year. 

There has been no widespread re- 
duction in wages in industry, and the 
indications are they will remain on 
their present level. Another feature 
of the first quarter of 1924 was an 
absence of serious labor disturbances, 
either in the form of strikes or lock- 
outs. 

“We see no reason to believe the 
year will not be a very profitable one 
for both industry and“labor,” the de- 
partment states.

ARCTIC, R. I, April 7Is it Cher- 
bourg? The ‘twisty little street, with

Tue -ice-crested 
mounds of gnow have the feel of 
stilted French cobbles. The “Bon 
Marche” is closed for lunch, as it 
would be in Cherbourg. The butcher 
has all of his wares spread out in

The women who turn in front of 
the little millinery shop to stare at 
the stranger are speaking French; 
their gesticulations would almost tell 
their story. The school children run- 
ning out of the church yard are chat- 
tering French. Can it be Cherbourg? 
|The embankment will tell: the story. 
| If it f8 that weathered pile of old 
stone from which wali flowers trail 
'their lazy way in summer—no, the 
embankment guards the tracks along 
which the trgin to Centreville goes 
on occasion, and this is Arctic, R. I., 
the main town on the Pawtuxet River, 
through which the mill traffic flows 
back and forth to Providence. 

But the French atmosphere and the 
French language are no illusion. The 
man working at the switches on the 
railroad tracks stops to say, “Bon 
jour,” and the lad who is asked the 
way to the mill waves his hand ge- 
nially and replies “Au droit.” 

For Arctic is French. Let River- 
poigt have its lower town, of Italians 
and its upper town of Portuguese. 
Let the Poles and Lithuanians take 
the other branch of the river. Let 
the Swedes swarm about the Cromp- 
ton mills. Arctic is French and it 
resorts to no pretensions to hide the 
fact. i 

Just now the streets swarm with 
men. The mills are eraging three 
days’ work a week. \'Some even have 
shut down for a fortnight to let de- 
mand catch up with supply in the 
mater of sheets and sheer cotton yoile 
and warm woolens. So the men idle 
along the street, dividing their atten- 
tion between the candy shops and the 
tiny building in front of which flam- 
ing posters proclaim that.there is 
about to be unreeled the most thrilling 
of all thrilling escapades of a popular 
film hero. 

The women gather near the immac- 
ulate white shov where French buns 
and American piés rub companionable 
elbows. A purchase of buns eaten in 
the shop might lead to a little infor- 
mation. But the buyer reckons with- 
out the thick shades of mystery en- 
shrouding all mill affairs. 

“Not much work now in the mills.” 

“No. ’* 

% ‘What will the people do?” 

“T don’t know.” 

“Mill tenement cellars pretty well 
flooded with melting snow?” 

“Perhaps.” 

“Mill tenements any better since the 
strike?” 

“I don't know.” 

The shopkeeper would not appear 
ungracious. Smoothing the crepe 
paper with which she was lining the 
tiny show-window and patting a dozen 
or so lace paper mats evenly inter- 
spersed with paper flowers, she says, 
“T have plenty of decorations but noth- 
ing to put in the window.”

BRITAIN GIVES AID 
IN ALBANIA’S NEED; 
LEAGUE ASKS MORE 


Special from Moniter Bureau 


LONDON, March 25—There is a 
famine in Northern Albania, and as 
the need of relief is urgent, at the| 
last Council meeting, on the motion of | 
Signor Salandra, the Italian repre- 
sentative, the League of Nations) 
offered 50,000 gold francs out of its 
special fund to help alleviate the dis- 
tress. The British Government has 
offered a further sum, not to exceed 
£5000, and has invited the other allied 
powers to do likewise. The Pope 
has also given 90,000 lire (about 
£900) and about £2800 has been 
raised privately in Great Britain. 

The distress, according to an Al-' 
banian authority here, has its origin 
in the Great War. He declared that 
formerly the Albanians in this part 
of the Balkan peninsula were exceed- 
ingly rich in cattle and pasturage, 
but the treaties of peace gave the 
best pasturages to Jugoslavia, and in 
1920 the Serbians invaded Albanian 
territory, drove off the greater part 
of the cattle, and burnt down many 
of the villages. 

There followed a succession of bad 
harvesis, with the result that the 
whole population, which numbers over 
190,000, is now bordering on starva- 
tion. Money is needed in the first 
instance to buy corn (maize), to tide 
the people over till the next harvest. 
Afterward it is hoped to set the popu- 
laion to work making roads, bridges, 
perhaps even railways, so that they 
can earn sufficient to replenish their 
herds, rebuild their houses, and buy 
the implements they require for such 
cultivation as is possible in these 
mountain glens. 

It is doubtful, even then, whether 
Northern Albania will be able to sup- 
port the whole of its present popula- 
tion, and it is thought probable that 
a part of these hardy niounaineers 


Meanwhile, however, their need re-' 
mains, and though relief is not re-'| 
quired on the same vast scale as in the 
gteat famine in Russia, it is neverthe- | 
less urgent. The total amount of | 
money required is small—the League 
authorities estimate it at some £15,- | 
000 over and above the sums already | - 
promised. Owing to the precarious | 
nature of the Albanian Government's | 
finances it would seem that the whole 
of this £15,000 will have to gome | 
from outside sources!

OU can hardly pass out of Lon- 
) don’s thronged and familiar 
streets on to one of the discon- 
nected stretches of river embankment, 
or on to one of the 15 bridges which 
span the Thames, without a sense of 
escape, not only into fresher air, but 
into a wider and less familiar mental 
horizon. The sight of its turbid cur- 
rent rushing upstream or down, ac- 
cording to the state of the tide, re- 
minds you that here, in the heart of 
London, you are in touch with the sea.

“*Terry’ (Mise Helburn), our ex- 
ecutive director, had never had any 
experience with wkat is known as the 
actors’ and actresses’ emotional tem- 
perament so she treats the players 
like other human beings, and gets 
along with them remarkably well. 
She is not looking for anything tem- 
peramental (mental temper) conse- 
quently she meets with it very sel- 
dom. Lawrence Langner is a banker 
who is, I believe—if you can keep a 
secret—much more interested in play- 
writing than he is in banking, 
although most successful in the latter. 
Maurice Wertheim is the lawyer of 
our group. He and Lawrence look 
after our finances. Lee Simonson has 
charge of the stage settings and 
Phillip Moeller does a good deal of 
the stage directing. I have acted in 
nearly all of the plays. 

“Our methed of production follows 
the course that has sort of become a 
part of us. We take time. Nothing 
is done in a hurry. Manuscripts of 
plays are submitted to us by the 
hundreds. Courtenay Lemon, our play 
reader, is working all day reading 
plays. Mr. Lemon has broad know!l- 
edge and is an excellent judge of the 
best dramatic literature. When he 
iscovers a manuscript that he thinks 
worth considering, he asks some of 
us to read it. If it takes hold, the 
producing of the play begins to come 
into discussion.

“We meet regularly every Wednes- 
day evening at a quarter to seven 
oclock and dine together. These 
meetings sometimes last until mid- 
night. We agreed these dinners almost 
as religious ceremonies and would not 
Temain away from one of them for 
anything. They are held in regular 
order, at the homes of the different 
directors, excepting when. it comes 
the turn of Phillip Moeller or my- 
self. We have to hold our dinners 
at a hotel. 

“At these meetings all the problems 
of the week are taken up‘ in order. 
Plays are discussed; Miss Helburn 
presents reports, budgets and ques- 
tions from the managerial end. Law- 
rence Langner and Maurice Wertheim 
have the box-office sheets of the week 
and the financie! reports to make, and 
the rest of us offer our suggestions 
regarding new plays, the policy of the 
theater, etc.. Everything is thor- 
oughly discussed and voted on. No 
one is head or ‘boss.’ Each vote has 
equal power. Nothing is done, no 


move is made, without majority agree- 
ment.” 

“Do you find it difficult to come to 
an agreement, as a rule?” was asked. 

“As a rule.“no, because fundamen- 
tally we agree. We have exactly the 
same general aim for the theater, but 
there are times when our meetings 
are pretty stormy (a whimsical smile 
played over Miss Westley’s face); it

NEW YORK, April 7—Cameo Theater, 
April 6, “Which Shall It Be,” a motion 
picture based on Ethel Lynn Beers’ well- 
known poem, adapted and directed by 
Renaud Hoffman. 

Although advanced notices proclaimed 
this picture as something different, as a 
film without a hero, a villain, a mas- 
sive set, or a bathing pool, there was 
little chance of knowing what a genuine 
treat was in store until the opening 
scene flashed on the Cameo screen, and 
the simple jale of a New England 
farmer and his family began to unfold.

IVERPOOL has an excellent little 

. repertory theater. Birmingham 

has a repertory theater, now for 
the moment under temporary eclipse. 
Another great city of industrial Eng- 
land, Sheffield, with a population of 
half a million, has no such theater 
definitely established, but the idea is 
a live one in the town, and is now 
being discussed with animation in 
the loca] news. 

The history of the movement here 
is complicated and delicate, but, 
briefly put, runs as follows: It began 
some four years ago with the founding 
of the dramatic section of the Shef- 
field Educational Settlement, which, 
under the control of Mr. Herbert 
Prentice, its dramatic director, con- 
cerned itself from the first with the 
production of plays. Then, about 
1921, came an extension of the Shef- 
field Playgoers Society’s undertak- 
ings, when they—an organization es- 
tablished many years before, largely 
though not wholly for the purpose of 
reading plays—first became _ really 
active as a produding society. 

In April, 1921 the whole Educational 
Settlement separated itself from the 

M. C. A. with which it had pre- 
viously been associated, and last 
Christmas came a further division, 
when Mr. Prentice, feeling the need 
for more complete freedom, severed 
his connection with the settlement 
and established the Sheffield Reper- 
|tory Company in an office and craft- 
‘shop in Springvale Road, their per 
formances being given at the Little 
‘heater in Shipton Street beside the 
hostel of the settlement. 


‘house, with a seating capacity of only 
about 160 persons, a voluntary amateur 
|company—of which Mr.’ and Mrs. 
Prentice are the only professional 
| members—produce plays set, dressed, 
| and lighted by themselves, and includ- 
ing during the last few years, Mase- 
field's “Good Friday,’ Chesterton’s 
“Magic,” Sir Gilbert Murray’s “An- 
dromache,’ Laurance Housman’s “‘Chi- 
nese Lantern,’ and Frank Taylor's 
\“The Carthaginians.” They have 
brought speakers down, too, among 
them Barry Jackson, William Archer, 
E. A. Baughan, and Miss A. E. F. Hor- 
0 | niman, 
This year they have produced Shaw's 
“Misalliance,” and Arnold Bennett's 
‘comedy, “Body and Soul,” a perform- 
lance which I had the pleasure to at- 
tend. This play, acted with freshness 
and verve, and—when one considers 
the difficulties to be overcome—most 
admirably set and presented, revealed 
an enthusiastic company, a leading ac- 
tress (Mrs. Prentice) of much charm 
and ability, and, in her husband, a re- 
sourceful, cultured producer, with a 
| keen eye for the beautiful and har- 
monious—an artist perfectly capable of 


varied drama of ideas, inspiration, and 
imagination, which this smoke-be- 
grimed city of steel and chimneys | 
greatly. needs. 

But this repertory theater, at the 
present moment is threatened with im- 
| minent collapse. So limited a holding 
/capacity makes even the bare covering 
of expenses a difficulty; and the under- 
taking is now being run at a loss.

essary funds whereon soundly to base 
his work. The coming weeks, then, are 
critical. The Sheffield Telegraph’ real- 
izing this fact, has been publishing 
various suggestions for the re-estab- 
lishment of the Repertory Company, 
one of which is that they shall join 
forces with the Sheffield Playgoers So- 
ciety, and thus achieve, by union, what 
separately seems to be beyond every 
reach. 

But there are difficulties in the way 
of such a fusion. None of the societies 
concerned is eager to abandon its 
own cherished activities, and it does 
appear better that there should exist, 
if possible, one central producing or- 
ganization besides other co-operating 
societies, all with special functions, 
working together toward a common 
aim. The Playgoers Society, Mr. Pren- 
tice thinks, might well concentrate 
upon dramatic readings, and study of 
the drama and its theory, rather than 
upon the actual production of plays. 


What the outcome of it all may be, 


none can say; but such excellent 
spade-work has already been done, and 
the presence, in the Little Theater, of 
visitors from Rotherham, from Mex- 
borough,. and even from Leeds and 
York, has proved so conclusively the 
existence of a genuine, if limited, de- 
mand for good drama hereabouts, that 
any closing down will be a cause of 
much regret. Nor is the question, at 
bottom, Bo wholly a local one as many 
suppose.

| WASHINGTON, April 8—A_ record 
| world sugar crop is forecast in reports 


ture, indicating a production of 21,600,- 
, 000 short tons this year as compared 
' with 20,400,000 short tons last year and 
‘the previous record crop of: 21,000,000 
‘short tons in 1913-14. 

This, year's forecast indicates a 


‘beet production of 29 per cent, whereas 
'in 1913-14 nearly 50 per cent of the 
| total supply was beet sugar, of which 
‘more than 90 per cent was of European 
| origin. 


Cane sugar production increased rap- 


‘idly during and after the war to com- 
'pensate for the decreased beet sugar 
production in central Europe. lEuro- 
/pean countries, the department says, 
|} are expected to attempt to regain their 
| pre-war position in sugar production, 
‘but there is no indication of any inten- 
tion of cane sugar producers to give up 
|the dominant position in 
| Sugar market which they have at- 
, tained in the last 10 years. Conse- 
/quently, agricultural officials say, sharp 
‘competition for markets is to be ex- 
, pected within the next few years be- 
| tween producers of cane and beet sugar. 
| Beet sugar production this year is ex- 
pected to be about 6,200,000 tons: the 
Cuban crop‘of cane sugar is forecast 
at 4,271,000 tons; the Louisiana crop is 
short, but is more than offset by the 
larger beet sugar production of con- 
tinental United States.

As in the 
history of all nations, cults shaped to 
great extent the growth of Japanese 
civilization. 

The early history of the mysterious 
island may be traced only through 
Chinese records which give remark- 
able accounts of the people and their 
customs. With the importation of the 
Buddhist creed from Korea ‘n 552 A.D. 
there came to Japan the -first great 
impetus toward a culture which has 
developed to highest degree the art of 
color ornamentation and scintillating 
detail. The beauty which the visitor 
now recognizes as distinctly Japanese 
was not indigenous to the soil, but 
came as the direct result of Buddhist 
influence. Chinese music and. dancing 
also followed the new religion, and 
even domestic architecture developed 
in artistry through the influx of Bud- 
dhist architects, and through the erec- 
tion of innumerable Buddhist temples.

Provinces and Bengal. Although this action of the 
Swarajists is mot so serious as it seems, yet it is evident 
that a new phase has opened in the unfolding drama of 
India’s progress toward self-government. 

The Swarajist movement is the outcome of two dis- 
tinct streams of thought.. The one is the political ayaken- 
ing of Asia, which. has been going on for the last twenty 
or thirty years. In the days when Kipling wrote ‘his 
famous lines, “Oh, East is East, and West is West, and 
never the twain shall meet,’ ’ politics, as they are under- 
stood today, hardly existed in Asia. 
king or a foreign ‘people exercised power was in itself 
proof to the multitude that it was there by divine decree. 
and that resistance to authority had in it something 
impious. That phase of thought has now almost entirely 
passed away, at least so far as dominant public opinion 
is concerned. India, like other parts of Asia, has been 
deeply affected by ideas of political liberty, of national- 
ism, and of democracy, which it has learned from the 
West, in the schools, and through the world propaganda 
of the Great War. But India has also been affected by 
the Socialist philosophy. The Gandhi-ite section of the 
Nationalist movement is really much more concerned to 
save India from coming within the orbit of modern 
Western capitalism than with political self-government. 
To Gandhi it is a choice between what he regards as the 
hideous and degrading commercial materialism and pur- 
suit of wealth of Europe and America and the philo- 
sophic detachment of the historic East. With him the 
non-cooperation movement is a refusal to co-operate with 
\Westernism, both on its political and its economic side. 

The British, with their practical Western view, are 
not particularly concerned with whether India follows 
the Eastern or the Western road of development. That, 
they say, is a matter for the Indian ‘people themselves to 
decide. What they are concerned with is the practical 
means of enabling them to exercise that choice for them- 
selves. In 1917 the famous pronouncement was made 
that the object of. British policy in India was the increas- 
ing development of “responsible government,” and the 
Indian Constitution of 1919, which created elected assem- 
blies with wide powers in all the provinces and for All- 
India, was the first fruits of that policy. The non-co- 
operators, however, led by Mahatma Gandhi, refused 


to touch the unclean Western thing, demanded the instant . 


transfer of all power to Indian hands, and endeavored 
to enforce their demands by a campaign of civil dis- 
obedience. Finding that this only enabled the moderates 
to work the Constitution, they have now entered the legis- 
latures with the avowed intention of wrecking it from 
within. 

Thus the practical issue today is between the British 
authorities, who point out that the government of 315,- 
000,000 people of many races and languages is not a 
simple thing, and who urge the Indian politicians to come 
in and work the Constitution until they have learned what 
the government of India means, and the Swarajists, who, 
having had no experience of government at all, declare 
that they will be content with nothing short of imme- 
diate Home Rule. Asa matter of fact, despite the wreck- 
ing tactics shown in the rejection of the budget, there 
are signs that parliamentary experience is steadily bring- 
ing about a more responsible pdéint of view, 

A curious resemblance exists between the attitude of 
the British Government to Indian aspiration and that 
of President Coolidge toward the Filipino demands. 
Replying on March 5 to Sefor Manuel Roxas, Speaker 
of the House of Representatives in the Philippines, Presi- 
dent Coolidge said: 


Looking at the whole situation fairly and impartially, one 


cannot but feel that if the Filipino people cannot co-opefate in 
the support and encouragement of as good an administration 
as has been afforded under Governor-General Wood, their fail- 
ure ‘will rather be a testimony of unpreparedness for the full 
obligations of citizenship, than an evidence of patriotic eager- 
ness to advance their country.

Vociferous and per- 
sistent efforts are being made by partisan newspapers 
and organization managers to belittle the exposures 
already. made and to confuse the clear issues involved by 
attacks on investigators and witnesses. ‘It is doubtful 
if the present attempts to deceive and turn aside public 
opinion, so that the people will “fail to redress substan- 
tial grievances r deal with cases of actual guilt,” will 
succeed. But it is acutely necessary for the public to be

on its guard, especially in this year of presidential elec- 
tion, in order to prevent the imfmensely valuable fruits 
of the investigations from being thrown away. 

Mr. Vanderlip probably exaggerated the situation 
when he said that the American public, far from being 
hysterical over the revelations, was in a state of coma. 
It is not easy to tell when public opinion in the United 
States is really and deeply stirred to the point of action. 
The gathering of the forces among the people which will 
finally lead to sweeping and irresistible movement. is 
almost. hidden from view. All that one can be sure of is 
that, after great provocation has worked silently and 
invisibly for an uncertain length of time, there comes a 
breaking point, often some comparatively minor incident, 
and then the floodgates are suddenly opened, and, as 
President Harding said, it is time for those who oppose 
the public will ‘‘to Y stand from under.” 

If those who are now trying to fool the people are 
Wise in time, they will bear in mind what the American 
people did in 1917 and 1918. They will not mistake an 
appearance of coma for either ignorance or indifference. 
They will realize that autocracy, that is, irresponsible 
government, whether enthroned or operating for its selfish 
ends through the forms of democracy, is utterly. hateful 
to the American people, and that the indignation of that 
people, once roused to action, is sure to be as effective 
and terrible in politics as in war. They will stand from 
under.

in Germany. There the mon- 
archists are raising their heads 
higher every day. Every reiteration by M. Poincaré of 
his determination to remain in the Ruhr until paid in full 
adds so many votes to the German parties of the Right. 

It is unfortunate that the German election comes a 
few days before the French. When the German polls 
open, M. Poincaré will still be in power in France, 
Whereas if the French parties of the Left had already 
gained a victory, there would be better prospects of a 
reconciliation. Conversely, when the French voters cast 
their ballots on May 11, they will know what parties will 
rule Germany for the next four years, and if the 
monarchists have won, the chances for M. Poincaré will 
be improved. 

3efore these elections the event that will influence 
the outcome in either country most will be the report of 
the reparations experts. If their recommendations seem 
to the Germans such that they can be fulfilled without 
loss of independence and with hope of ultimate libera- 
tion of their territory, the parties of the Left, favoring 
the Republic and the “Fulfillment” policy, will be rein- 
forced. If, on the other hand, the conditions seem too 
hard, the monarchists will cry that a war of “revanche” is 
the only solution. In France, of course, the Poincaré party 
places much hope on the experts’ report, which it will 
have had a hand in preparing. Whatever it is, it will 
have the unanimous approval of the Reparations Com- 
mission before publication. 

In Germany the index finger on the balarice between 
the monarchy and the republic is the German People’s 
Party, a reconstruction of the old National-Liberals. Its 
leader in the Reichstag is the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Gustav Stresemann, though the great industrialist, Hugo 
Stinnes, is also a member. At heart, Dr. Stresemann is a 
monarchist. He accepts the Republic as something tem- 
porary and unavoidable. His attitude, as defined in “recent 
speeches, is that, having been disarmed, Germany cannot 
now resist the French demands by torce. It must, there- 
fore, resort to negotiations, but this does not exclude a dif- 
ferent attitude in the future. 

Faced by this possibility of a yerteretiéis in Germany, 
the French directing circles have begun to see their error 
in not giving greater support to the demgcratic forces 
in Germany. ” writes the ‘Temps, “that 


“Tt seems to us, 
the great democratic nations of Europe ought to do all 
they can to convince the German: people, before they vote, 
that a ‘revanche’ policy is impossible.” How? The pro- 
posed defensive alliance with England the paper admits 
to be impractical. Instead, it’ recommends, and this 
should be noted carefully, that France and England 
should proclaim anew their attachment to the basic idea 
of the League of Nations, and that peace between Ger- 
many and her neighbors should be maintained with the 
aid of the League—a new tone in the Temps.

do much in a city like Minneapolis, but two or three times 
the number of men, properly equipped, could do more. 

That more men are not active in such work as this is 
due, no doubt, to: the fact that many. who are fitted for 
such activity do not realize that fact, and that they do not 
appreciate the need. Nothing, in the language of the 
business man, pays a greater dividend. There is a quick 
responsiv eness in the consciousness of a boy, even if that 
boy is a delinquent. There is a thin but not impervious 
armor which must be pierced, but the process is not difh- 
cult. The right man can gain a boy’s confidence quickly. 
He ‘can lose it just-as quickly. But failure should not be 
suggested. The delinquent boy is often condemned be- 
cause Of no inkerent fault. He has erred, perhaps, 
because he has sought activity along the only line which 
seemed to him to be open. 

The dividends: promised will not materialize in the 
form of ‘dollars in the pockets of the “Big Brothers.” 
That is not the promise. But can anyone imagine greater 
satisfaction than that realized in the know ledge that one 


young boy has been redeemed from moral delinquency 


and made a self-respecting and law-abiding member of 
society by the timely extending of brotherly help? Love 
has unnumbered ways in which to reclaim and restore 
the fallen. Perhaps it finds its fullest exemplification in 
the expression of brotherly love! 


Ir 1s refreshing to find a public man, whose word 
carries considerable weight, praising the morals of thie 
modern youth. In a sermon re- 
cently delivered in the Arlington 
Street Church, Boston, Mass., 
the Rey. Daniel Evans of Har- 
vard Theological School, took 
up the cudgels for the young 
people of today, declaring that 
they are nowhere near as_ bad 
as their elders appear to think them. He acknowledged

proportion of young people and who do conduct them- 
selves in a reprehensible manner, but these, he urged, are 
really in the minority. An impartial observer of the 
young folk, he claimed, will discover that many are just 
as conventional, quiet and unaffirmative as their parents 
and grandparents, and that these take their place and do 
their tasks’ without much, if any, 
moral standards. 

Mr. Evans went further than this, however, in.cham- 
nioning the body of “other young people who are differ- 
ent from both these kinds,’ and who “deserve more 
attention than they are now receiving.’ ‘These consti- 
tute the class who, as he intimates, have caught the 
modern spirit, and who are more important than any 
others from the influence they will wield, and more sig- 
nificant from thie questions they> ask, and more w orthy 
the consideration of their elders from their moral attitude.‘ 
‘It is this body of young people who really are the repre- 
sentatives of this age, because they are individual, inde- 
pendent, and feel that they are within their rights to 
demand that they be allowed to live their own lives, to 
be voices and not echoes; originals, not copies; them- 
selves, not others. 

Many critics seem to forget that times and ideas are 
changing more rapidly today than-ever before in the his- 
tory of the world. Moral standards are changing also, 
and not for the worse. However, in some instances, 
owing to the apparent swing of the pendulum, it appears 
that the change is not conducive to higher standards of 
living. When the balance is struck, however, it will 
undoubtedly be found that, while many today are mani- 
festing the same lack of morality which their fathers 
manifested before them, althgugh perhaps in some cases 
more openly, the general moral tone of the youth of the 
twentieth century is in advance of that of decades gone 
by. The world is certainly progressing along lines of 
moral and spiritual achievement as well as along lines 
of mechanical accomplishment.

London Trafkiec

One day, in the year 1904, certain persons stood at Hyde 
Park Corner, in London, counting the vehicles which passed 
between 8 a. m. and 8 p. m. The number was 29,000. 
Nineteen years later enumerators stood at the same spot between 
the same hours, and counted 56,039 vehicles. It was remarked 
that the number had almost doubled. ‘To the citizen of New 
York that may seem a small rate of increase. I suppose the 
trafic in Broadway may have doubled in five years, quadrupled 
in ten—I have not the statistics, but I have a vivid recollection 
of the contrast between 1923 and 1912. 

We have not doubled our London traffic ‘figures. But it 
should be remembered that the problem which has only recently 
vexed the authorities in New York and Chicago has been 
ever present in London for centuries. Even in 1598—before 
the Pilgrim Fathers sailed—John Stow, author of “A Survey 
of London,” complains of the traffic conditions, and the failure 
to observe. “the good laws, and customs of this city.” 
we go back a little matter of twenty years, { venture to say 
that the conditions were far worse then than they are today. 
The congestion in 1904 was far greater than in 1924. 

Judge Cluer declared the other’day in a court of law 
that “London is made up of elderly men and women trying 
to get out of the way of vehicles.” But these men and women, 
being elderly, must remember the days when there were no 
automobilés, when the trafic crawled and staggered over the 
crowded streets. My own earliest recollection of this formid- 
able city is that of a not very wide thoroughfare seen from 
the top of a horse-omribus—or rather, not the thoroughfare 
itself, which was invisible, but of an interminable double col- 
umn ot horse omnibuses struggling to make progress, horses 
slipping and recovering themselves, wheels jammed against ’ 
wheels, foot-p passengers deftly dodging beneath the heads of 
hovrececutia amazing chaos which, if it happened today, would’ 


be the subject of debates in Parliament and fulminating letters; 


in the columns of he Limes. 
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The police will bear out my contention. Chief Constable 
Bassour, an official of thirty years’ experience, was recently 
questioned about modern trafic conditions, and replied: “In 
the days when horse-drawn vehicles predominated, once a block 
occurred it took a lang ‘time to sort it out, and I have seen 
trafhe stationary from Piccadilly Circus to Old Bond Street.” 


I can remember another occasion, when I was in my teens, — 


sitting almost in the center of Hyde Park, which is to London 
much what the Central Park is to New York. North and 
south of this considerable open space run two of the great 
main roads which join the center of London to the suburbs.- As 
I sat there I heard from the one side and from the other a 
continuous deep rumble into which the noise of a procession of 
horse-vehicles melted, like the sound of a distant intensive 
bombardment on the western front in the war. But a day 
or two ago, when I was in_the same spot, there was no such. 
continuity of sound, for there was no continuous stream of. 
traffic.
